ONDON.  JUNE  15.  —  Winston 
Churchill  has  given  a  very 
solemn  and  clear  warning  to  Pre- 
mier MacDonald  that  the  Conserva- 
tive party  will  not  stand  Tor  any 
naval  agreement  which  1  does  not 
recognize  Britain's  dependence  on 
the  sea  for  trade  and  foodstuff*. 

"Pair  play  for  the  British  Empire. ' 
Is  Mr  Churchill's  cry.  and  there  Is 
no  doubt  this  represents  what  is  con- 
sidered the  policy  of  the  Tories,  and 
as  such  will  be  used  In  the  Com- 
mons to  prevent  the  Prime  Minister 
from  signing  anything  with  the 
United  States  merely  for  the  sake  of 
"our  political  prestige.'" 

Churchill's  argument*  that  tonnage

Mr.  MacDonald  thus  finds  himself 
at  the  outset  of  his  negotiations  with 
Oeneral  Dawes;  as  a  preliminary 
to  hia  visit  to  Washington,  faced 
with  an  indication  of  the  Tory  atti- 
tude, which  was  obviously  the  pur- 
pose of  Mr  Churchill's  speech 

The  former  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer also  stressed  the  necessity 
for  Britain's  maintenance  of  a  fleet 
to  keep  open  the  routes  to  her  do- 
minions and  colonies. 

The  Conservatives  argue  that  the

years  there  had  been  added  to  the 
potential  wealth  of  the  country 
many  millions  In  the  line  of  mineral 
development  and  other  branehe*  of 
Industry

Re  hoped  the  day  was  near  wVn 
Canada  would  look  to  Oreat  Britain 
for  the 


side  of  that  which  was  available  In 
Canada  itself. 

Mr.  Thomson  pointed  out  that  the 
principle  behind  the  Institution 
represented  was  to  build  up  a  nation 
in  Canada  by  co-ordinating  Its  vari- 
ous parts.  The  time  was  ripe  tor 
the  development  of  Canadian  re- 
sources. 

He  referred  to  the  fact  that  the 
exports  of  Canada  had  Increased 
very  materially  since  1M8  The 
ratio  of  progress  as  compared  with 
that  of  the  United  States  had  been 
five  times  greater  for  Canada.  The 
Dominion,  the  Provincial,  and  the 
municipal  issues  in  Canada  were 
taken  care  of  to  the  extent  of  «3  per 
cent  by  the  people  of  Canada.

•  ROAD  lM!*ICO\  I. Ml  \  1  S 

A  trip  over  the  main  roads  of  Vancouver 
Island,  and  particularly  over  the  Island  Highway, 
where  the  chief  traffic  plica,  affords  at  this  time 
a  most  pleasing  revelation  of  efficient  mainte- 
nance and  Improvement  At  no  time  In  their 
history  have  the  roads  been  better;  at  no  time 
has  greater  care  been  exercised  In  looking  after 
the  traffic  needs  and  In  muklng  In  every  way  for 
safety  on  the  highways.  When  the  many  tourists 
wha  are  expected  here  during  July  and  August 
learn  of  the  condition  of  the  Island  roads  this 
year  it  is  safe  to  predict  that  travel  on  them  will 
be  heavier  than  In  any  previous  year,  a  matter 
of  particular  satisfaction  to  the  various  towns 
and  communities  which  stretch  from  here  to 
Campbell  River,  and  westwards  to  Port  Alberni. 

The  Improvement*  noted  are  not  taking  place 
at  any  particular  point,  but  at  all  points.  There 
Is  a  systematic  ^programme  of  work  In  hand. 
Over  the  Malahat  bad  rock  ledge*  and  corners 
are  being  removed  and  the  material  recovered 
through  this  work  is  taken  and  used  to  fill  In  and 
widen  other  corners.  The  brush  and  grasses, 
which  In  so  many  places  have  obstructed  the 
line  of  vision  along  the  road,  are  being  cut  down 
and  abrupt  corners  are  being  treated  on  both 
sides  of  the  fence  lines,  which  makes  the  path 
of  the  motorist  safer  than  it  has  been.  From  Mill 
Bay  to  Nanalmo  no  complaint  can  be  found  with 
the  highway.  Along  that  portion  maintenance 
is  excellent,  Improvement*  never  before  under- 
taken are  in  progress,  and.  altogether,  this  im- 
portant stretch  of  Island  Highway  is  being  made 
safer  and  more  commodious  for  traffic. 

F*rom  Nanalmo  northward*  the  same  system- 
atic Improvement  Is  going  on.  and  particular 
praise  is  forthcoming  for  the  progress  that  Is  being 
made  In  bettering  the  highway  from  Qualicum 
to  Courtcnay.  That  road,  in  the  past,  has  suf- 
fered from  heavy  traffic  through  the  hauling  of 
logs.  The  maintenance  now  has  been  brought  up 
to  a  high  pitch  of  efficiency  and  those  engaged 
In  this  work  are  canvassing  every  method  possible 
of  promoting  ease  for  travel.  Another  stretch  of 
the  main  highway  to  which  particular  attention 
should  be  directed  is  that  from  Parksvtllc  to 
Port  Alberni.  Any  points  which  might  be  regarded 
as  dangerous  over  the  Summit  are  being  elimi- 
nated as  quickly  as  possible  Excellent  engineer- 
ing ability  is  being  displayed  In  the  improvement 
being  effected  on  this  stretch,  as  elsewhere  over 
the  main  highway,  and.  all  told,  there  is  such 
satisfactory  development  work  going  on  through- 
out that  it  la  a  credit  In  every  way  to  all  con- 
cerned. 

Mr.  N  8.  Lougheed.  the  Minister  of  Public 
Works,  deserves  full  praise  for  the  programme  he 
has  outlined  for  the  improvement  of  Vancouver 
Island's  traffic  ways  He  has  not  been  long  in 
office  without  realizing  that  a  problem  of  the 
future  is  to  keep  abreast  of  the  new  road  trans- 
portation facilities  that  are  being  developed  so 
rapidly  He  has  acted  accordingly  and  he  has 
been  backed  up  with  thorough  efficiency  by  his 
deputy  minister.  Mr.  Patrick  Philip.  The  latter, 
in  whose  charge  all  this  work  rests,  has  the  sat- 
isfaction of  knowing  that  he  Is  earning  encomi- 
um? from  all  users  of  the  roadways.  What  is  of 
particular  Importance  in  the  carrying  out  of  such 
a  programme  Is  that  Mr.  Philip  has  secured  the 
utmost  loyalty  to  the  Government,  and  that 
means  to  the  public,  of  all  engaged  on  the  work. 
The  engineers,  the  road  superintendents,  the 
road  foremen,  the  operators  of  compressors  and 
steam  shovels,  the  truck  drivers  and  the  men 
with  the  shovel*  all  take  a  keen  Interest  In  their 
task  Not  only  that,  but  upon  the  rare  occasion* 
when  there  are  obstructions  to  traffic  because 
of  the  roadwork.  those  employed  show  the  utmost 
courtesy  In  directing  motorists  and  causing 
travelers  the  least  delay.  This,  needless  to  say.  Is 
highly  appreciated  and  makes  for  enthusiasm 
on  all  sides  in  the  programme  that  Is  in  progress 

Both  the  minister  and  the  deputy  minister 
seem  determined  to  make  the  Island  Highway 
and  Its  more  Important  branch  roads  a  network 
of  travel  of  which  British  Columbia  can  well  be 
proud  At  this  time  of  the  year,  often  in  the  past, 
there  have  been  complaint*  about  the  state  of 
the  roads.  None  such  are  possible  at  present,  and. 
with  maintenance  carried  on  as  it  Is  Intended  it 
will  be,  there  will  be  no  occasion  for  criticism  of 
the  Public  Works  Department  In  the  future 
What  is  being  done  is  a  splendid  advertisement 
for  Vancouver  Island,  and.  incidentally,  for  the 
Government  responsible.  In  line  with  the  road 
Improvements  it  may  be  noted,  as  well,  that  the 
Esquimau  At  Nanalmo  Railway  Company  has 
been  busily  engaged  In  cutting  away  growth 
along  the  line  so  as  to  afford  a  clear  view.  This 
will  be  a  new  asset,  from  the  scenic  standpoint 
In  the  matters  to  which  allusion  has  been  made 
nothing  but  praise  can  be  accorded  to  the  co- 
operative effort  now  in  progress  to  improve  the 
Island  roads  both  from  the  standpoint  of  safety 
and  the  scenic  views  which  are  so  excellent  from 
so  many  locations.

Here  Is  a  first  novel  of  consider- 
able power  by  an  English  author- 
Mr  Eric  H.  Wilkinson,  who  resided 
In  Cranbrook  for  a  number  ot  years 
and  Is  now  in  TahlU  working  on  his 
second  volume 

Mr  Wilkinson's  iheme  Is  an  old 
one— miscegenation — but  around  it 
he  has  woven  a  pleasing  story  which 
deals  with  events  In  China.  England 
and  California  with  equal  facility 
and.  one  might  add.  conviction.  It 
concerns  a  young  man  whose  mother 
died  in  China  shortly  before  the 
Boxer  Rebellion,  and  a  young  woman 
whose  white  mother  became  ex- 
poused  to  a  Chinese  graduate  of  Ox- 
ford under  unusual  circumstances 
during  that  rebellion. 

How  the  children  grew  up  In  dif- 
ferent worlds  and  meet  and  fall  in 
love  on  the  eve  of  the  boy's  return 
to  China  is  vigorously  told  in  the 
early  portion  of  the  novel.  Then 
comes  the  discovery  that  the  girl's 
father  Is  a  Chinaman— a  fact  un- 
known to  herself— and  her  attempt?,  | 
to  put  herself  out  of  the  boy'«  life 
The  struggle  which  ensues  in  the, 
boy  s  mind  and  later  between  himself 
ond  his  father,  now  the  Oovcrnor  nf 
Bang  Kong,  and  still  later  between  i 
himself  and  the  girl's  father,  make  I 
splendid  material  for  a  strong  novel, 
and  Mr.  Wilkinson  has  done  his  ma-  j 
terlal  full  justice 

If  there  is  any  complaint  about  the 
author's  treatment  of  the  subject  I 
matter,  it  must  be  against  the  man- 
ner in  which  he  accomplishes  that 
desideratum  of  the  movies  —  the 
happy  ending.  However,  there  are 
still  those  among  us  who  like  their 
novels  to  end  happily,  and  it  Is  cer- 
tainly no  sin  to  provide  a  way. 

Mr  Wilkinson  Is  well  known  to 
many  British  Columbians,  and  his

It  la  not  given  to  everyone  to 
stumble  upon  epoch-making  discov- 
eries Pickwick  founded  tne  great 
•tittlebat  theory"  and,  at  Cobnam. 
discovered  the  stone  whicn  aei 
learned  societies  by  the  ears  in  the 
larm.u,  antiquarian  controversy 
which  is  recorded  in  the  annab  01 
the  Pickwick  Club.  But  it  waa  lelt 
lor  two  ciluena  of  Mlnneapolla.  in 
the  United  States,  to  unearth  the 
tact  that  Brush  Columbian  Indiana 
are  the  Jost  tribe  of  Israel  and 
direct  descendants  of  Moses. 

Many  Interesting  theories  are 
propounded  by  visitors  to  the  Pro- 
vincial Museum,  but  the  Idea  of  In- 
dians supplanting  the  British  race 
as  the  last  tribe  of  Israel  came  as  a 
shock  to  the  writer. 

The  two  theorists  were  making 
thr  round  of  the  collection  and  en- 
joying every  moment  of  their  visit. 
Each  case  held  something  new  and 
strange  lo  them,  and  they  were  not 
ashamed  to  give  their  enthusiasm 
full  play,  and  ask  questions  whert 
their  knowledge  waa  at  fault. 

The  wrr.er  was  showing  the  lady 
a  small  octagonal  table  inlaid  with 
2000  pieces  of  British  Columbian 
wood,  while  her  husband  was  exam- 
ining a  tot«m  pole  which  stands  at 
the  foot  of  the  stairs  and  extends 
nearly  to  the  roof;  a  matter  of 
thirty  feet  or  more.

B  Federal  Appeal  Board  This  board 
was  to  send  a  quorum  of  its  members 
to  each  province  from  time  to  tune 
for  the  purpose  of  hearing  appeals  of 
veteran*  who  had  been  refused  treat- 
ment and  pension  by  the  Pensions 
Board  of  Ottawa  The  Canadian 
Appeal  Board  Is  composed  of  mem- 
bers of  the  medical,  law  and  other 
professions  We  would  not  wish  to 
say  that  it  has  entirely  failed  In  its 
efforts,  but  we  could  hardly  state 
that  it  has  been  a  distinct  success 
Up  to  a  recent  date  a  total  of  777 
appeals  had  been  heard,  out  of 
which  240  were  allowed.  When  you 
consider  that  the  quorum  of  the 
appeal  board  only  visits  a  province 
about  twice  yearly,  and  the  number 
of  appeals  granted  or  allowed,  the 
cost  of  the  board  is  heavy  indeed. 
At  the  moment  I  have  not  a  record 
of  the  cost  beside  me  Even  although 
the  appeal  board  decides  that  a 
veteran's  disability  la  due  to  service 
that  does  not  necessarily  mean  that 
he  is  granted  a  pension  Sometimes 
he  Is  informed  by  the  Pensions 
Board,  which  fixes  the  assessment  »>f 
pension,  that  his  dtsabUlty.  although 
due  to  service,  is  negligible,  and  no 
assessment  of  pension  can  be  made. 
In  a  case  of  that  kind,  the  veteran 
has  no  further  appeal,  as  there  are 
no  Assessment  Appeal  Tribunals  in 
Canada  Again,  owing  to  the  small 
number  of  visits  made  to  a  province 
each  year  by  the  Appeal  b:*rd.  con- 
siderable delay  takes  place  In  hear- 
ing appeals  and.  as  a  result,  untold 
hardship  is  Inflicted  upon  the  vet- 
eran concerned.

The  Legion  was  well  advised  in 
passing  these  resolutions  and.  curious 

.to  relate,  while  the  Canadlon  Legion 
was  considering  these  matters  at 
Chllliwack  thr  Legislature  of  Aus- 
tralia was  placing  on  the  statute 
books  of  Australia  legislation  similar 

I  to  that  suggested    by    the  British 
Columbia  Command  of  the  Legion.

without  It  and  with  a  smaller  en- 
listment than  Canada  Australia 
pays  pensions  to  no  less  than  72.661 
veterans  as  compared  with  Canada's 
total  of  48.627  In  checking  up  the 
amount  of  money  voted  for  pensions 
in  Australia  and  Canada,  such  a 
margin  is  not  observed,  and  the  ob- 
vious conclusion  is  that  Australia 
has  been  more  generous  in  awarding 
rmall  pensions  than  has  Canada.  In 
other  words,  the  benefit  of  the  doubt 
has  been  given  to  a  much  greater 
extent  In  Australia  than  Canada 
1 1  BTBAI4AM  APPEAL  BO  I ! 
The  system  of  appeal  boards 
adopted  by  Australia  Is  one  that 
Canada  might  well  eopv  There  will 
be  two  Classes  of  boards  and.  where 
necessary,  the  boards  will  be  organ- 
ised in  each  state  or  province  There 
will  be  the  ordinary  appeal  board 
similar  to  Canada's,  but  different  in 
formation.  Only  three  members  will 
act.  The  chairman  shall  be  a  bar- 
rister, but  the  other  two  will 'not  be 
gentlemen  from  the  medical  profes- 
sion, as  no  medical  man  will  be  per- 
mitted to  sit  on  this  board.  One  of 
the  three  members  will  be  nominat- 
ed by  the  veterans'  organisation  of 
Australia  In  not  permitting  medi- 
cal men  to  sit  on  the  ordinary  ap- 
peal board,  the  desire  appears  to  be 
to  make  the  board  one  of  equity  as 
between  th^  veterans  and  the  Gov- 
ernment, and  to  avoid  any  oppor- 
tunity of  medical  technicalities  be- 
ing Introduced,  as  is  very  often  the 
case  tn  Canadian  appeal  boards. 

The  other  board  will  be  termed 
the  'Assessments  Appeal  Board,

The  fingertips  are  sometimes  of 
diagnostic  Importance  Clubbed  fin- 
gers or  a  great  enlargement  of  Ihe 
fingertips  may  be  caused  by  a  num- 
ber of  different  diseases,  but  espe- 
cially those  which  intertere  with  the 
acUon  of  the  diaphragm. 

Arthritis  often  makes  its  first  In- 
dication In  certain  enlargements  of 
the  finger  Joints.  Acromegalia  pro- 
duces an  enlargement,  of  all  of  the 
bones  of  the  hands.  Myxodemla  may 
produce  a  puffy,  deeply  grooved 
hand.  Raynaud's  disease  frequently 
attacks  the  fingers,  causing  them  to 
become  white  and  cold  or,  If  the 
conditions  persists,  even  gangrenous. 

The  manner  in  which  the  patient 
shakes  hands  may  give  much  valu- 
able information  concerning  the 
patient's  nervous  temperament. 

The  patient  may  involuntarily 
twitch  or  hold  the  hands  in  certain 
positions  which  frequently  play  an 
important  part  tn  diagnosis  of  such 
disease*  as  alcoholic  poisoning, 
drug  poisoning.  O ray's  disease,  mul- 
tiple  sclerosis,   hysteria,  paralysis

Much  can  be  determined  bv  the 
temperature  and  moisture  at  the 
hands.  A  hot.  dry  hand  will  almost 
always  indicate  an  ii  t-rnal  fever. 
A  hot  moist  liand  usually  indicates 
a  severe  toxic  condition  and  la  gen- 
erally found  where  there  Is  an  ex- 
cess of  thyroid  secretion  When  the 
hand  u  cold  and  dry  il  may  simply 
indicate  fatigue  or  exposure  to  cold. 
It  may  also  Indicate  a  disorder  of 
the  circulation  or  heart.  When  the 
hand  Is  cold  but  moist  the  pati. a  t 
does  not  usually  have  heart  trouble 
or  other  disturbances  of  the  circu- 
lation, but  this  cold  moist  hand  is 
frequently  found  In  those  who  are 
neurlsthenics  or  have  nervous  dis- 

Prom  these  indications  of  what 
can  be  learned  from  the  hands,  you 
can  readily  see  the  importance  of 
keen  powers  of  observation  to  the 
physician.  Not  only  ts  careful  ob- 
acr ration  Important  to  the  physi- 
cian but  it  is  undoubtedly  impor- 
tant to  everyone,  regardless  of  oc- 
cupation.

Heating  equipment  and  its  instal-
